Comments /notes on tonight’s mission and this interpretation: 

 

Only 3 acres of perimeter growth tonight, all of which were very small adjustments around the perimeter.  There is an isolate 

heat source now in the semi-circular stringer of trees at the top of the northernmost area of trees, in the east part of section 

19.  There were a few areas of intense heat on the middle and north areas of trees.  The furthest north part of the incident 

has cooled to just a few isolated heat sources, as has the southernmost part of the main heat perimeter.  The small area of 

heat perimeter furthest to the south showed no heat tonight.
